Now if jealouſy ( which is ſaid to be the rage of a man) ſhould * 
provoke a Ruler againſt fuch as cauſe his Good to be evil ſpoken of, 
at. whoſe door will be laid the offence ? And if ſome weak Pro- 
teſtants ſhould diſ- Iike the way of Perſecuring or Impeſing upon 
Conſcience, ſoas to-queſtion the truth of their own Religion for 
their ſakes -that propagate it, by ſuch wrong means, and incline 
to thoſe who dootherwiſe, how will it be anſwer*d-by ſuch ag + 
lay the Stumbling- block ? 

It muſt be acknowledged that all 'our outward attempts to - 
force Conſcience, though never ſo. Erroneous, are to be exploded - 
by the very l:zht of Nature, as well as Grace ;, not only becauſe - 
"tis apt to recosle againſt that which-does not convince, but alio-- 
a man's Conſcience is not in his- power : . For though Fleſh and : 
Blood can never inherit God's Kingdom, yet in this cafe it ſuffers. 
with ſuch znocence as if it were holy, becauſe 'tis not, nor ought . 
to be, the Souls leader, but follower; and its true fault ( though. | 
for ſuffering wrongfully ) would be to aſſume the contrary. . - 

And if. on theſe Principles, which are common to thoſe of 
both Religions, as well the Proteſtant as the Papift, this Liber-.

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Chriſtian Liberty be of God ( which is indubitable ) as well as 
the King, the conſciencious People of all ſorts are a third and 
numerous Party concern'd in its benefit, who by their Faith and 
Prayers will make many an Effort at Heaven-gates, rather then 
loſe their New obtain'd Freedom. . 

The Captive Iſraelites being once ſet free by the Decree of 
Cyrus tore-build the Temple, tho ſtop*t in their Work by his 
Sacceſlors, yet they went on without any more licence upon 
Earth, being ſtirrd up to it from Heaven by the Prophets, the 
con firm'd afterwards by King Darius. 

Queen Eſther*s, addreſſing ( un-call'd ) to King Ahaſuerm,, 
after ſolema Faſting and Prayer, was agarmſt Law, 

The three Children's not bowing to Nebuchadnezar*s Image, 
Daniel praying with his windows open 4s at other times not with- 
ftanding the decree'd prohibition: | RR 

All theſe were publick breaches and zffronts to the Laws of; ? 
thoſe Kingdoms reſpectively, and after the Saints aforemen- | F 
tioned had broke thoſe Laws to keep Gods Law, the Kings being. 
convinc't, changed their Decre2s contrary to their reſpeave: 
conſtitutions, and tho they were heathen, yet they owned the 
true God and thoſe that ſery'd Him, contrary to their own. 
Laws and Religion. 
The Decrees of Heaven are indeed vn-changeable, but the 


Rulers who change for the better, as his intereſt leads thems, 
who is King of Kings, they will find it their own intereſt allo, 
to indulge them who are his free or new-born People, in pur- 
ſuance of what is promis'd, that Strangers ſhall build up their 
Wabs, «nd their Kings Minifter ts them, for that Nation and 
Kingdom which will not ſerve them fhall periſh. Yea thoſe Nations 
fhall be utterly waſted. 

It appears then that the intereſt of the conſciencions People, 
which is Liberty, hath an aſcendent Over other Nations no lefs 


whereof Iſraelis being led by a high hand ont of E-ypr to do their: 


ſome time from it, as they alſo deſtroy'd the ſeven Nations in  * 
and near Canaan that reſifted them, is a great Example. 
:Therefore is it the Rings wiſdom to ſuſpend the Execution of - 
thoſe Laws, which in themſelves are already void on God's ac- 
B COUNT 
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a: ,count, who being the ſupreame Legiſtator of Heaven and Earth, 

"- QUght, as the Apoſtles ſaid;to be obeyed rather then Men: For if 
.2 Law ſhould be made, that Men muſt. nor eat when they are 
hungry, not drink when they are thirſty, 'cis not to be obeyed, 
becauſe againſt nature; ſo if-a Law be made, that Men muſt nor 
Pray, when Gods word ſays they ſhoulddo it always and every 
where; or if aLaw be to forſake aſſembling together as the 
manner of ſome is, which- the Scripture plainly forbids; ſuc 
Lawsareas much sgainſt the Heavenly Divine Natzre, as thoſe 
aforementioned are againſt the Humane. 

Nor is Gods Law made for the Righteous, but for the Lawleſs 
and diſobedient, profane, unholy, QC. | 

And if there be a People in the Kings Domintons, againſt- 
whom is no Condemnetion, but are free from the Law of Sin and 
Death, then furely the Kings late conceſſion of no New Liberty, 
but that of Conſcience, does import, that his royal intentions: 
areonely to free them from Mans condemnation whom he thinks 
Ged doth not condemne, for if our hearts cendemne us not, then our 
Confidexce towards God is very alowable, not withſtanding all 
that can be (aid by the Men of 7zdea againſt thoſe of Gallitee. 

Nor is this way of promoting the Proteſtant Religion, by a 
Roman Ruler more decry 'd by them that dishelieve it, then the 
Samaritan party was miſtaken, when they thonght that Darius 
would-not favour the Fews, of old by decreeing their re-bailding 
the 1emple after they had expreſgt. ſuch confidence to begin a 
new to doit againſt the prohibition of his Predeceflors. 

Now if God ceafes not to raiſe ſuch unexpected Inſtruments - 
to.carry on his Work, asare or have been miſtruſted to check, 
or obſtruct it; how ill will itbecome the Leaders or Fathers of ' 
our Reformed ( at leaſt ſo called ) Church not to further and im» 
Prove this late granted Liberty, ſince 'tis their place and pro» 
teſhon to help, not hinder all Male- births of righteouſnefs and ' 
hotineſs whatſoever. | ; 

For God can change the Heart not only of Prince but People 
allo, and "twill reflet much upon us called Proteſtants, to retain 
a ſpirit of Perſecution and averſion to Liberty, when Papiſts 
themſe]ves ſhall renounce the one and embrace the other. | 

And ifthe day be come, or near it, wherein *tis promiſed, 
That the Egyptians ſhall know the Lord, do Sacrifice = Oblation, - 
Yea, Vow a How unto God andperform it,then we ſhould be cauti- 
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ons of blaſting them, whom God ſnall bleſs with a new Nime' 
and Nature; for ifthis be the ſeaſon wherein God himſelf ſays, 
Bl:ſſed be Egypt my People, *cis not for us Chriſtians to-maintain 
partition wafts longer twixt us and the very Heathen themſelves, 
becauſe they are ſaid to be Chriſts Inheritance, and in Every Na-- 
non he that feareth God and worketh Righteouſneſ; is accepted. 
of him, how then can we proſper by rej:Rting ſuch as God 
accepteth? : | 

Hence is it therefore that this conceſſion of 7ntire Liberty 
made by the King of Great Britain, tends to his immortal H o- 
nourzas he is in this manner, not only a Przzce of a very great: 
People, but as by this ation he is hecom2 a Nurſing Father, to 
alf, of all ſorts under him, in their Religious or Chriſtian Rights, 
which are much more dear and near to them, then what is Civil;. 
not but that their enjoyment of both is theirConfidence, becauſe 
the Greater always.comprehends the Leſs. 

And if this intire Liberty had found its happy birth before the 
the unhappy Wars broke forth againſt King Charles the Firſt, 
"tis very improbable, that their ſucceſs had been as it was; much 
more that our preſent King James the Second, had been neceſſi- 
tated to raife new Arms againft his Enemies z and indeed the 
Blood which hath been ſpilt for more then forty years paſt, 
might have bcen prevented. | 

- But bleſl2d be God) that better late then never, we can now 
bid this new Prenciple and Prattice welcome into the old World, 
which will cauſe ourSTords to be turned into Plowſhares, and Spears 
into Pruning- Hooks, and will inſtruct us of thisNation, yea the 
Rulers and People of other Nations, as they ſhall receive and 
become ſubject to it, to learn War no-more. For this intire Liberty 
hath made as intireand compleata conqueſt which is of Hearts, 
far exceeding that of nds, becauſe as the King hath ſet us free 
to ſerve the living God without the fears of Men, ſo do we avow 
our ſelves bound tothe King in intereſt and daty by ſtronger 
bonds, then S!aviſh Fear or Impos*d Oaths can oblige. 

And our defect of duty to the King, will be now no leſs to: 
onr {e!ves, ſince his Government is made thus eaſy, for as his 
Fhrone is clothed with doxble Honour, ſo that part of the people, 
who by his gracious Indulgence are relieved from their harraſing 
Catch- Poles and Perſecuting Informcrs, will be doubly guilty, if de- 
nying Ceſar his due, becauſe we are the chief Criminals, if not
